As you know, this Office with the approval of 
senior Justice Department officials has been dealing directly with the 
Assistant U.S. Attorney assigned to the case; m this connection, we 
have made available to him all of our files on this matter and 'will con^ 
tmue to provide him with whatever additional information and assistance 
which he may require. However, in the interests of addressing the- 
questions raised in the extracts which you have provided us, let me 
assure you on behalf of this Agency that CIA had no prior knowledge 
of and played no role In either the death of Mr, Herman or in the events 
surrounding the subsequent disposition of bis remains.
